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November  24th,  1874. 


The  Union  met  at  their  Rooms,  No.  531  Fulton  Street,  at  8 
o'clock,  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Camp,  President,  occupying  the  chair. 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  a  vocal  duet  by  Miss  Leslie 
Oliver  and  Mrs.  J.  K.  Draper,  with  Piano  accompaniment  by  Mr. 
H.  C.  KoRTHEUER,  after  which  a  portion  of  Scriptures  was  read  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Putnam,  followed  by  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  R.  Nye. 

The  Treasurer  then  read  his  Annual  Statement,  and  the  President 
submitted  the  Annual  Report.

The  President  elect  was  then  called  upon  for  a  few  remarks,  and 
responded  briefly,  after  which  short  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Ripley  Ropes,  Esq.,  Rev.  Mr.  Chadwick,  Rev.  Dr,  Putnam,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Nye. 

Mr.  Chadwick  moved  that  a  meeting  be  held  on  the  second  Sun- 
day evening  in  December,  in  Dr.  Putnam's  Church,  with  the  object 
of  explaining  clearly  t  o  the  public  the  workings  and  requirements 
of  the  Union. 

Mr.  Nye  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  held  on  the  Hill  also,  and 
the  inotion  of  Mr.  Chadwick  was  amended,  to  leave  the  subject  in 
the  hands  of  Uw.  Directors,  with  the  reipiest  thiit  the  meeting  be 
held  at  an  early  date. 

The  thanks  of  the  audience  were  tendered  to  Miss  Oliver,  Mrs. 
DiiAi'ER,  and  Mr.  Kouthkuer,  for  their  excellent  music,  and  after 
passing  a  vote  to  change  the  night  of  the  Annual  Meeting  to  some 
Sunday  evening  in  November,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

BY 

Rkv.  STEPHEN  H.  CAMP,  PiiEsiDENT. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — The  value  of  a  yearly  report  from 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  institution  is  in  the  fact  that  this  is 
the  most  business-like  and  direct  method  of  showing  those  who  are 
interested  in  it,  what  has  been  undertaken,  what  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  also  what  new  demands  seem  to  be  made  upon  us. 

Those  who  work  here  are  rightfully  interested  to  know  whether 
those  who  supply  the  necessary  means,  will  think  it  worth  their 
while,  after^iearing  the  report  of  another  year's  experience,  to  con- 
tinue and  increase  the  work. 

The  most  enthusiastic  believers  in  this  Union  for  Christian  Work 
are  those  who  have  the  closest  identity  with  its  demands,  and  one 
of  the  finest  and  most  significant  phases  of  its  success  appears  in 
the  fact  thaf  Ave  have  such  a  devoted,  faithful  corps  of  teachers  in 
the  various  classes  connected  with  our  enterprise. 

We  wish  to  remind  you  to-night  that  the  quality  of  the  work 
done  here  improves  from  year  to  year,  the  effort  is  better  directed, 
better  organized,  and  the  results  are  of  the  most  encouraging  char- 
acter. We  invite  your  attention  to  the  evidence  of  this  fact  which 
the  records  of  our  classes  furnish. 

There  are  now  entered  on  the  Book  of  Record  the  names  of 
nearly  four  thousand  boys,  and  with  each  name  there  is  a  brief  per- 
sonal history  of  each  lad.  Of  course  we  can  directly  affect  but  a 
small  portion  of  that  great  number,  but  the  average  attendance  has 
been  larger  this  year  than  ever,  and  the  classes  have  also  been 
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larger.  Our  writing  class  meets  twice  each  week,  and  we  refer  you 
with  some  degree  of  pride  to  what  has  been  accomplished  there. 
This  is  largely  owing  to  the  fidelity  and  enthusiasm  of  those  who 
have  taught  in  these  classes.  Some  of  our  teachers  come  regularly 
twice  a  week  to  engage  in  this  most  promising  work.  Whether 
what  they  do  shall  be  called  Christian  work  or  not,  they  will  be 
likely  to  testify  that  it  is  hard  but  hapi)y  work. 

The  interest  in  the  di:iwing  class,  which  also  meets  once  each 
week,  is  constant,  and  even  beyond  what  it  has  been  in  former 
years.  The  tables  are  generally  entirely  occupied  by  lads  who  are 
eager  to  inn)rove  the  ()})])ortunity  offered. 

The  significance  of  these  facts  is  not  merely  that  these  boys  thus 
learn  to  write  and  draw,  but  personal  relations  are  established 
between  those  who  teach  and  those  who  learn,  which  are  of  great 
importance  to  both,  and  through  such  relations  some  of  our  best 
work  is  wrought. 

We  would  also  invite  your  attention  to  the  reading-room  and 
library  established  ]wrv.  Our  attendance  thus  far  in  the  reading- 
room  has  been  larger  than  ever,  and  we  believe  the  work  we  are 
doing  in  this  direction  to  be  of  a  most  worthy  character.  There  is 
nothing  of  sectarianism  connected  with  this  institution,  and  it  is 
our  aim  to  make  the  reading-room  an  inviting,  profitable  place  to 
all  earnest,  inquisitive  people.  We  have  this  year  added  a  consid- 
erable number  of  books  to.  the  library,  but  we  need  to  do  much 
more  to  make  it  all  we  desire.  Another  part  of  the  work  will  be 
pushed  forward  just  as  fast  as  our  means  will  justify.  • 

The  sewing  class  has  been  full  of  interest,  and  chiefly  needs  now 
the  service  of  teachers.  This  class  meets  at  2  o'clock  on  Saturdays, 
and  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a  very  interesting  and  deserving  work. 

It  is  pretty  evident  to  those  who  have  the  care  of  this  institution, 
that  some  special  effort  must  be  made  to  raise  more  money,  or  our 
usefulness  must  be  crippled,  and  possibly  the  very  life  of  the  Union 
jjerilled.  In  a  former  report  you  were  told  that  we  had  a  reserve 
fund.  I  feel  constrained  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  which 
a])peared  in  the  Treasurer's  re])ort,  viz.,  that  this  last  year's  neces- 
sities have  so  affected  that  fund  that  there  is  now  hardly  enough 
left  for  a  name.    Only  about  three  hundred  dollars  remain,  and  it

is  for  the  friends  of  the  Union  to  decide  j)retty  soon  wlietlier  this 
grand  work  shiiU  be  allowed  to  languisli  for  lack  of  pecumiary 
support. 

During  the  last  year  we  received  |357  from  a.  dramatic  enter- 
tainment given  by  members  of  tlie  "Amaranth."  This  would  have 
been  much  larger  but  for  the  almost  uidieard-of  inc]emeiu;y  of 
tlie  night  on  which  it  took  place.  We  know  that  the  times  are 
hard,  that  there  is  likely  to  be  much  suffering  this  Winter,  that 
the  demands  upon  our  means  are  likely  to  be  frequent  and 
emphatic.  The  shiftless,  the  lazy,  and  that  harder  to  be  reached 
class,  the  deserving  ])oor,  we  shall  surely  have  with  us. 

But  does  not  this  institution  have  a  legitimate  claim  upon  us  ? 
Do  not  its  character,  its  aims,  its  intentions,  its  history  justify  our 
appeal  and  your  benefactions  ?  I  do  not  believe  there  is  another 
institution  in  the  land  which  accomplishes  more  on  the  same  amount 
of  money  than  this  does.  It  is  absolutely  undenominational.  The 
only  relation  our  liberal  church  has  to  it  is  to  supply  the  money 
and  the  workers.  Can  this  city  well  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  its 
claims  ?  Our  only  ambition  is  to  make  it  in  the  broadest  sense 
useful.  With  such  a  large  constituency  of  boys,  is  it  irrational  for 
us  to  claim  Jhat  the  opportunity  is  a  grand  one  ? 

After  eight  years  of  such  work  as  we  can  show,  have  we  not  a 
right  to  appeal  to  the  people  of  this  city  to  ask  them  to  become 
acquainted  with  its  work  and  help  it  forward  ?  I  cannot  conclude 
without  putting  on  record  here  our  sense  of  the  great  loss  the 
Union  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  P.  Gekrisii. 
He  was  one  of  the  earliest,  most  constant,  most  generous  of  its  sup- 
porters. At  one  time  he  was  its  President,  and  was  always  its 
earnest,  devoted  friend,  ready  to  give  his  time,  his  means,  his  love 
to  carry  forward  the  work  to  which  we  have  invited  your  attention. 
May  his  memory  quicken  us  to  new  zeal,  new  fidelity  and  larger 
generosity.
